At the Hawkes Bay Jockey Clnb meeting in 
New Zealand the colored jockey Jerry Chorn, 
who was ruled off here in California some 
years ago, and went to Australia with an Afri»- 
American minstrel combination, was allowed 
to ride tbe chestnut gelding Autai, by Dread- 
naught, and won. Jerry had not forgotten how 
to ride and the New Zealand Referee says he 
got his horse away in the lead and riding a la 
Sloan, ’'never allowed the opposition the slight- 
est chance of getting on terms.”— The Breeder 
and Sportsman.
